A report of the arrival of Alexander at 
Darmstadt is not confirmed. There is still ex- 
treme doubt as to the whereabouts of Prince 
Alexander. A dispatch from Bucharest says 
Prince Alexander's father telegraphed to the 
Russian Foreign Office at St. Petersburg for 
news ot nis son. The Russian authorities ro- 
plied that he had arrived at Reni, whence be 
proposes to start on a foreign tour. 

The Constantinople Herald today contains a 
statement which, it says, comes from a source 
of undoubted authority, to’ the effect that 
Prince Alexander will be detained at Reni till 
Wednesday next, when he will be permitted to 
proceed to Vienna on parole under the escort 
of a Russian officer. It is believed that unless 
Prince Alexander consents not to return to 
Bulgaria he will be bound to return a prisoner 
to Russia. 

The Vienna Fremdenblatt officially denies 
that Austria was privy to the Zankoff con- 
spiracy. 

President Grévy of France has summoned a 
Cabinet meeting for Saturday to consider the 
Bulgarian crisis. He will preside over the 
council himself. 

Conflicte have taken place in the streets of 


Sophia between Loyalists and supporters of 


Zankof. 

The Russian Chargé d' Affaires had an inter- 
view with the Foreign Secretary today. He 
protested against the insulting language of 
the English press, and reaffirmed that the Czar 
bad no knowledge of the Bulgarian conspiracy. 

When Prince Alexander received the news 
of the success of his friends m Bulgaria be 
was deeply moved. He telegraphed to his 
father that he would visit Darmstadt any- 
how before returning to Bulgaria. 

The Russians at Reni treated Prince Alex- 
ander and his brother with indignity. They 
refused to allow even a servant to accom- 
pany Alexander, saying: Tour brother will 
wait on you.“ : 

The Russian Government repudiates com- 
plicity in the Bulgarian coup d’état. 

The yacht which conveyed Alexander to 
Reni has returned to Rahovia in charge of the 
mate, the Captain having decamped at Reni. 
The crew is made up mostly of lads from the 
Sophia Military Schooi. 


Upon bearmg of the arrival at Reni of the | 


yacht bearing Prince Alexander, says a St. 
Petersburg dispatch, the Czar personally 
ordered that Alexander be landed and allowed 
to go where he pleased. 

The newspaper Grashdauin says that Prince 
Dolgorouki will go to Bulgaria to inquire on 
the spot into the recent events there. The 
same paper says it is intended shortly to dis- 
patch numerous Russian officers to Bulgaria, 
including Gen. Stolypin, who is to be ap-point- 
edtothe chief command of the Bulgarian 
army. 

Reports from the East are conflicting. One 
says the Provisional Government, seemg that 
the populace were violentiy loyal to the de- 
posed Prince, resigned office and liberated the 
commander, who at once brought his regiment 
from Slivnitza and disarmed the regiment 
which had assisted in deposing the Prince. 
After this the commander piaced under arrest 
the political leaders who had managed the 
coup d' état. 

Another report is that the Powers have rec- 
ognized the Government formed by M. Kar- 
aveioff, with him as Premier, M. Storloff as 
Foreign Minister, M. Panoff as Minister of 
War, and M. Guesnoff as Minister of Finance. 

The Provisional Government has assured 
the Porte that the movement in favor of Prince 
Alexander is not inimicai to Turaey, and bas 
asked the Porte to reopen the railway between 
Constantinople and Philippopolis. : 

A Reni dispaton announces that the Czar has 
ordered that Prince Alexander be forwarded 
to Kissineff if he refuses to accept his abdica- 
tion as an accomplished fact, and Vienna ad- 
vices say the Czar has permitted Prince Alex-

VESSELS LOST A1 SEA. 
Wreck of L’Etolle ou the jReefs—Tweive of 
Her Crew Drowned—A Fishing Schooner 
Goes Down with All Hands—A Severe 
Gale, 

Sr. Jouws, N. F., Aug. 26.—A dispatch from 
St. Pierre announces the total loss of the 
French ship L’Etoile. She was commanded by 
Capt. Cherel and was manned by a crew of 
twenty-one fishermen. She was returning fish- 
laden, with others of the Grand Bank fleet.

DEFENDER OF THE CUP. 


The Yacht Mayflower, the Best of the 
American Sloops, Chosen to Match Galatea 
in the International Race, 


The building of Mayflower began Jan. 25. 
She is slightly larger than Puritan—five feet 
longer, one foot wider, and draws one foot 
more water aft. She has slightly fuller mid- 
ship section, but is as sharp forward and aft, 
and has the same narrow, overhanging stern 
as Puritan. Her stern post has more rake to 
it, making her length less on the keel. The 
keel, made of two oak logs originally sixty 
feet long and twenty-three inches square, is 
believed to be the heaviest ever 
put into a yacht fn this country. The centre- 
board is about twenty-two feet long, ten feet 
wide, and four ine des thick, built of oak and 
hard pine, and fast ned by steel bolts. The 
planking ot the bull is of oak and yellow pine, 
the knees of backmatack, and the floor rafters 
twelve in number—of iron. The deck beams 
are of packmatack, and the deck and bulwarks 
are of white pine. The rail is of the best white 
oak. Copper and gaivanized iron bolts and 
locust treenails are used as fastenings. The 
companionway and combings are of mahog- 
any, and the cabin is finished in mabogany and 


Her mast is of Oregon pine. Her sails con- 


sist of a mainsail with fifty-three feet hoist, 
forestaysail, jib, jib-topsail, balloon jib-top- 
sail, spinnaker, and working and ciub-topsaiis. 
Her dimensions are as follows: Length over 
all, 97 feet; length on water line, 87 feet 7 
inches; extreme beam, 23 feet 6 inches; ex- 
treme draught, 9 feet; displacement in tons, 
110 feet; sailing length, New York Yacht Ciub 
rule, 88 feet 11 inches.

safa Mr. Lewis, it may be self-sustaining, but 
the question for manutacturers and their em- 
ployés to decide was by what method the peni- 
tentiaries were made self-custaining. He 
used this illustration. Take a penitentiary 
where 1,000 convicts are employed, where the 
wages do not average 50 cents a day, manu- 
facturing chairs, furniture, agricultural imple- 
ments, harness, eto. Look at the other side of 
the picture. Take 1,000 free mechanics working 
on the same goods. They are paid on the aver- 
age not less than $1.50 a day—a difference of 
Silver man. Working 275 days a year, this 
makes $275,000 a year net profit on wages 
alone. The time was when pénitentiary goods 
were at a great discount, but that was not 
true now. Manufacturers paid taxes on 
every piece of timber, iron, every nail, 
screw, pint of varnish, pound of paint, 
and every foot of ground; and in 
addition were compelledgto insure their 
buildings, whiie there was no tax or insurance 
on the penitentiary, the State ownmg it; and 
manufacturers were expected to submit 
quietly to this outragous competinon. Em- 
ployés claiming that they were not sufficiently 
compensated for their labor, the manufact- 
urers’ excuse was that competition was so 
strong, forcing, the margin to such an insigenifi- 
cant figure, that they were unable to advance 
‘wages; and the question was at once asked 
“Why not demand higher prices for your 
goods?“ not knowing that the strong competi- 
tion for convicts was one of tlie great causes 
of the decline in some ofthe industries out- 
side of the penitentiaries. The penitentiaries 
had been rapidly increasing their production, 
while independent manufacturers had been 
diminishing their output. Therefore it was 
claimed that the penitentiaries, when thus 
brought in competition, were maintained by 
the manufacturers producing like goods, 
simply because prices were brought to such 
a low state, while those who had investments 
in lands, bonds, railroad stocks, etc., were not 
called upon to pay any of the ex- 
pense incurred in maintaining the pen- 
itentiaries, except where they were not 
self-sustaining, the State in this case making 
up the deficiency. Would it not be better if 
this burden, instead of falling on the few as it 
now did, were distributed equally on each tax- 
payer? The burden thus distributed would be 
so light that no taxpayer would realize its ex- 
istepce. It was not in accordance wita polit- 
ical economy to give one class an advantage 
over another. Hence they called upon the 
State Legisiatures to devise some method 
better than the present one to give employ- 
ment to convicts, It appeared to him if all 
convicts were kept from manufacturing there 
would be greater encouragement for the com- 
ing generation of boys to learn trades. The 
prison system was degrading to every bonest, 
hard-working mechanic or manutacturer. He 
trusted that an organization would be formed 
whose object would be the abolition of the 
present system and the substitution of a sys- 
tem which should be a public Denefit as well 
as employ the unfortunate, thereby distribut- 
ing the taxes equaiiy upon all. 

A committee consisting of Frank A. Fiower, 
A. J. Wenster, and M. Rosenfield was appointed 
to draft a constitution and by-laws. 

At the afternoon session Mr. George 8. Red- 
field gave his views on the subject of convict 
labor. He.said the contract system was based 
on clearly false prineiples. Tested by expe- 
rience, its outeome was bad, ita tendencies 
being to depress the condition of certain classes 
of industrious, law-abiding 
terfere with the investments of capital,

Mr. C. H. Lee said convict labor made the 
protits of manufacturers very small. This has 
especially been the experience of wagon men, 
and was getting to be that of thrashing- 
machine men. He favored the turning of 
machinery in penitentiaries by band. Con- 
victs were not taught a trade under the pres- 
ent system, and were almost worthiess as 
workmen when discharged. 

A constitution was adopted. The name is 
“The Anti-Convict Contract Association, and 
the object: The thorough investigation of 
the subject of convict labor for the purpose of 
discovering and securing the adoption of that 
method of employing prison population 
in the various States which shall 
be ast burdensome to all lador 
and least oppressive to manufacturing 
interests, all proper conditions considered. 
Any person in sympathy may become a mem- 
ber, the annual dues being: For manufacturers 
and merchants, $10; mechanics, 50 cents; labor 
organizations, to have one vote, $5. The Vice- 
Presidents bave authority to form organiza- 
tions or appoint committees to carry on the 
work in the different States.

A regolution was adopted instructing the 
Executive Committee to inquire into the con- 
stitutionality of a law prohibiting the sale of 
goods, the product of convict labor, outside of 
the State in which they are manufactured; 
and, no constitutional objections being found, 
to procure the passage of such a law by Con- 
gress. 

The following, offered by Mr. Wright, was 
concurred in: 

Resolved, That this association favors the es- 
tablishment of one or more Federal prisons, not 
upon the contract-labor 8 order to with- 
draw from State prisons the eral prisoners 
now confined in them, who are largely worked 
upon the contract system, and to give the influ- 
ence of the Federal Government to a better sys- 
tem of prison labor. 

Mr. Flower presented a resolution authoriz- 
ing the President to appoint a committee of 
five to formulate a method of employing con- 
vict labor to take the piace of the contract 
and leasing system which should be less 
oppressive to the laborer and individual indus- 
trial interests of the country, to report before 
January, 1887, so that the plan can be pre- 
sented to the Legisiatures, which assembles 
soon after that date. This was agreed to, and 
the committee was made up of Franz A. Fiow- 
er, George 8. Redfield, Clem Studebaker, A. O.

DIED ON THE GALLOWS, 


Bates, the Fiendish Wife-Murderer, Hung 
at Richmond, Ind., at Noon Yesterday— 
History of the Crime. 

RICHMOND, Ind., Aug. 26.—[{Specia). }|}—Bates, 
the fiendish wife-murderer, was executed 
promptly at 12 o’clock. Not desiring to take 
any of the time the priests were devoting to 
bis spiritual welfare, be did not eat the dinner 
prepared for him. A few minutes before the 
appointed hour he said good-by to them. 
Then, needing no one to help him, he marched 
to the gallows and easily climbed the steps, 
where he stood inimovable beneath the beam 
to which he would soon hang lifeless. After 
Sheriff! Gorman read the death-warrant 
Bates spoke clearly and at considerable 
length, expressing contrivon for his crime 
and exonerating his wife of all imputations be 
bad made against her. Then he knelt by the 
trap for prayer, after which the rope and cap 
were adjusted, while he exhibited the same 
wonderful nerve he has all the way through, . 
and without. a tremor be stood waiting the 
jerk of the lever that dropped him 
into eternity. There was a quivering 
of the body, but that was all, and his death 
was nearly pairiless, life beimg announced ex- 
tinct in twelve ande half minutes. Then the 
corpse was putin the coffin and most of the 
people outside the gates admitted. Nearly 
200 witnessed the execution. His brother, who 
came from Council Bluffs, will leave with his 
body tomorrow, after a funeral service at St. 
Mary's Catholic Church. 

(The crime was committed March 23, the mur- 
der being the most revolting that has ever oc- 
curred in the criminal history of Hagg-stown. 
Bates and his wife had been married five years 
and frequently quarreled. They separated by 
mutual consent in April, 1884. They were living 
at Davenport, Ta., at the time. After the 3 
tion Mrs. Bates, whose maiden name was Kitty 
Hoover, returned to her birthpl Hagerstown. 
Several weeks before the murder Bates followed 
his wife to Indiana and found employment as a 
farm-hand.

THE FARMERS’ CONGRESS. 


The Tariff the Principal Subject of Discus- 
sion—Resolutions to Increase the Tax on 
Wool Adopted—A Department of Agri- 
culture Asked For. ‘ 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 26.—At the Farmers’ 
Congress this morning L. 5. Coffin of Fort 
Dodge, Ia., read a very interesting paper on a 
governing power in fixing railway freight rates 
in America. He closed by urging the appoint- 
ment of a National Railroad Commission. 
Resolutions were adopted asking Congress to 
create the office of Secretary of Agriculture 
and to make the officer filling it a member of 
the President’s Cabinet. Another urges the 
extension of the signal service to ali places 
reached by telegraph. Congress was also re- 
quested to regulate inter-State commerce in 
such manner as to protect the productive in- 
dustries ot the country. The appropriation of 
$3,000,000 was recommended to stamp out con- 
tagious diseases among domestic animals. 
The Secretary of State was requested to in-

ever, by all the members of the committee that 
a plan will be agreed upon before the final ad- 
journment is taken. The plan which finds 
most favor with the committee, and which will 
probably be adopted, is one similar to the 
pooling agreement adopted a short time ago 
by the Texas roads, By this plan the business 
for the years 1883, 1884, and 1885 is to be aver- 
aged up and taken as a basis for percentages. 
These percentages are to prevail for one year, 
at the termination of which new percentages are 
to be fixed. The business done by the various 
roads during this year is to be added to that 
upon which the first award was made and 
averaged up, and upon this the percentages 
for the second year are to be based. For the 
third and succeeding years the same procedure 
is to be followed, always adding the current 
year’s business to that of the previous years, 
and using the average for basing the year’s 
percentages. While tuis is to be a gross money 
pool, and balances are to be evened up at the 
end of each month, yet competition will not 
be entirely stopped as would be the case if the 
percentseges were fixed fora term ot years. 
The fact that each succeeding year’s business is 
to be averaged up with that of previous years 


ness it can, because if it runs ahead of its 
allotted percentage during the first year its 
percentage for the second year will be just 
that muc larger. ; 

The adoption of this plan by the sub-com- 
mittee does not, however, insure the formation 
of the pool, as the plan will first have to be 
submitted to the General Committee and then 
toa general meeting of the managers of all 
the roads in the Southwestern Passenger As- 
sociation. But as far as can be learned the 
managers of alithe roads seem to favor the 
proposed Texas plan for fixing percentages, 
and it is therefore safe to presume that it will 
be carried when finaily submitted to the gen- 
eral meeting. 

The formstion of such pool will not only 
eradicate most of the evils which have hereto- 
fore tended to demoralize the Southwestern 
passenger traffic, but it will also greatly in- 


traffic, as no longer any commissions will be 
paid to anybody for the sale of tickets, which 
will save the roads a large amount of 
money, and agreed rates can no 

be cut, which will be another great saving. 
The sub-committee expects to conclude its la- 
bors today, and Commissioner Wilson will then 
calla meeting of the Generali Committee to 
take action upon the proposed pian.

The Baltimore & Ohio Fight. 
The cutting of east-bound freight rates by 


from St. Louis bas not yet been met by the 
Vandalia or any of the other east-bound roads 
from St. Louis. Strong efforts are being made 
by Commissioner Blanchard to prevent the 
other roads in the Central Traflic Association 
from cutting rates to meet the Baltimore & 
Ohbio’s competition. It is argued that no good 
reason exists for the inauguration of another 
rate war, because tue Baltimore & Ohio is 
cutting the rates. That company, it is claimed, 
is forced to accept av inferior means of carry- 
ing freight to and from New York, having to 
take partly by water, and hence will be com- 
peiled to accept less than the all-rail rates for 


carrying it and must make lower 
rates if it means to secure any of 
the New Tork traffic. But it is 


not believed that it will make the rates low 
enough to cause a general break in the all-rail 
rates, which would be disastrous to it as well 
as to the other roads. There is danger, how- 
ever, in any such arrangement, especially as 
the Baltimore & Ohio route to New York would 
bave to build up its business and would be 
only a temporary markeshift. All the trunk 
lines strongly desire to keep business profita- 
bie, and there is every reason to believe that 
none will recklesly endanger it, and there- 
fore hopes are entertained that a war will be 
averted. Inno event can the Baltimore & 
Ohio be kept out of New York more than a 
few months, and it is already in Philadelphia, 
and when it reaches New York an arrange- 
ment will no doubt be made that will make it 
a tractabie member of the trunk-line pool.

The primaries of today will be the first 
held here under the Crawford law for the 
election of delegates to a really general con- 
vention, and the ticket put in the field to- 


morrow by the delegates thus chosen, if only | 


wisely selected, will be cordially indorsed at 
the polls in November. Cook County is 
naturally Republican by a large majority, 
and all the signs in the political sky seem to 
point in the right direction. Butit would be 
‘no hard matter to turn the brilliant prospect 
of a sweeping victory into the sure portent 
of ignominious defeat. A controlling ele- 
ment of the Republican party of this county 
stands ready to repudiate a bad or even a 
weak ticket, and that too not by relying up- 
on that sharpshooter, the deadly paster, but 
by pouring in a broadside of shot and shell 
all along the line. 

The preliminary contest which culminates 
tomorrow has brought into the field about 
the usual number of candidates in the ag- 
gregate, but for the most important office of 
all, that of Sheriff, there are only two 
names mentioned—C. R. Matson and John 
(Jack) Stephens. Mr. Potter of Lake has 
entered the race and will be a good compromise 
candidate if he shall carry his own town, 
but he will not be considered until both the 
leaders in the race have been defeated. This 
office of Sheriff has come to be of very great 
constabulary importance, owing to the fact 
that no inconsiderable part of what is really 
Chicago lies outside of the city limits, and 
to the further fact that in the event of an 
emergency calling for the intervention of the 
militia the Sheriff, as the law now stands, is 
in effect the ranking officer. It is a matter 
of astonishment that the candidacy of 
Stephens should have so much as a nominal 
existence at this stage of the preliminary 
campaign. it must be evidentto every one 
at all familiar with his affiliations and stand- 
ing that the people of Cook County would 
never place in his hands the weighty and va- 
ried powers of the office ot Sheriff. His 
nomination would necessitate a reconstruc- 
tion of the ticket, and be one of those blun- 
ders which are classed as akin to a erime. 
He could not stand as a candidate until elec- 
tion-day with any hope of a united Repub- 
lican support. He would have to look to 
Democratic votes for an election, and these 
he could not get. 

But it may be said that his candidacy for 
the Sheriff's office is only a blind, and that 
the goal he is running for is a renomination 
for Clerk of the Criminal Court. This is 
highly probable, It is a very common de- 
vice with politicians of his type to aim high, 
and when they wish to hit a barn-door to 
make believe they are aiming at the moon. 

While that clerkship is not tobe compared | 
with the Shrievalty in importance, there are 
special reasons why Mr. Stephens should not 
be put in nomination for it. His treachery 
to A. J. Galloway, the Republican nominee 
for County Clerk, four years ago, showed 
that he is a dangerous man to have on the 
ticket, and there is good reason to believe 
that that was not his first offense, either, in 
that line.

SENATOR ALLISON ON THE SURPLUS. 

In his opening speech in Iowa Senator 
Allison made a full and accurate statement 
of the Treasury balances, according to the 
new method, from March 4, 1885, up to the 
present time. There is no man- in the coun- 
try better versed in questions of National 
finance than Senator Allison, and he has a 
happy faculty of simplifying such matters 
and presenting them in a form immediately 
intelligible to the ordinary voter. Then, too, 
his habitual candor and fairness cause his 
statements to be accepted as authoritative, 
and public confidence in his declarations is 
never found misplaced. Appreciating, no 
doubt, the confusion created by the new form 
of debt statement and the difficulty many 
very intelligent persons find in following the 
details of Jordan’s new-fangled system of 
bookkeeping, Mr. Allison, for the sake of 
clearness and precision, stated all the Treas- 
ury balances from the day of Cleveland’s in- 
duction into office down to the present time 
according to the mode now in use, thus show- 
ing the actual changes at a glance and avoid- 
ing the bewilderment caused by the use of 
contradictory methods of computing the pub- 
lic debt. 

Alluding to the new form of debt state 
ment as a cabalistic manipulation of fig- 
ures” which ina single night reduced the 
surplus several hundred millions without the 
change of a dollar in the Treasury, Mr. Alli- 
son was nevertheless willing to use the new 
yardstick, provided it was employed to meas- 
ure both Republican and Democratic cloth. 
Adopting the new method of calculation, he 
found that, on the last day of Arthur’s term, 
instead of the Democratic campaign surplus 
of $400,000,000, there was an actual balance 
in the Treasury of $20,000,000 in round 
numbers. Instead of applying this surplus 
to the payment of the debt in accordance with 
Democratic pledges, it was retained in the 
Treasury and in the course of ten months in- 
creased to $80,000,000, thus being multiplied 
fourfold in considerably less than a year. 
The absolute increase of $60,000,000 over 
and above the balance held in the Treasury 
by a Republican Administration still remains 
untouched, Goaded into action by the as- 
saults of Senator Beck and other prominent 
Democrats, the Administration made its first 
bond-call last February, but this and all sub- 
sequent payments were made from current 
revenues, and the $60,000,000 addition to the 
surplus is still locked in the Treasury vaults. 
It was pretended that this severe contraction 
of the currency was necessary to increase the 
gold balance, but Senator Allison showed 
that even during the period when bond-calls 
were made the gold fund was swelling con- 
stantly, and is now larger than at any time 


since Cleveland went into office, 


According to its own method of stating 
the matter the Administration has increased 
the surplus to four times what it was at the 
close of Arthur’s Administration, and still in- 


ists on holding this hoard idle in the Treas- 


ury and continuing the payment of interest 
on overdue bonds solely to benefit the Na- 
tional banks. Mr. Allison did not conceal 
his surprise that this outrageous policy is 
persisted in after being condemned by the 
practicaily unanimous sentiment of the coun- 
try as expressed by a two-thirds vote in each 
House of Congress. Practically a two- 
thirds’ majority amounts to a unanimous vote, 
and it was intended by the Constitution to 
have the same effect, When the Morrison 
resolution calling for monthly payments on 
the public debt was presented to Mr. Cleve- 
land, backed by a majority ‘in each House 
sufficient to pass it over his head, he refused 
to return it to Congress, where it would have 
been at once readopted by the necessary vote, 
but killed it by a pocket veto,” and opposed 
his will to a constitutional majority of the 
people’s representatives, 
the discourtesy shown Congress and the ar- 
rogant assertion of one-man power, can an- 
other instance be found of such bullheaded 
obstinacy in defying an unusually emphatic 
axpression of public sentiment ? 


ATTEND THE PRIMARIES. 
The Republican voters of Chicago should 


bear in mind that the County Convention 
will be held tomorrow, at which the Judges, 
Sheriff, Treasurer, County Clerk, Court 
Clerks, County School Superintendent, five 
County Comfhissioners, and delegates to the 
State Convention are to be nominated, and 
that the primary elections to select delegates 
to this convention will be held today between 
12 m. and 7 p. m. Under the Crawiord law 
any Republican voter registered at the last 
election or known to the judges to be en- 
titled to registry is entitled to vote, The 
convention is one of the most important 
which have ever been held in this county, not 
alone because it will be called upon to select 
six Judges and the county officers, but also 
because it must name five members. of the 
County Board who can be relied upon to help 
rescue the financial affairs of the county from 
the confusion into which they have been 
plunged by the reckless, profligate, and ex- 
travagant methods of Van Peltism. The 
real work of reform should begin at the 
primaries, becanse the choice of the conven- 
tion will be determined by the character ot 
the delegates selected. Every Republican 
taxpayer should therefore make it a point to 
attend the primaries and work for the elec- 
tion of capable and reputable delegates, so 
that a strong ticket may be put in nomina- 
tion, If a list of honest and capable candi- 
dates is set before the people they can be 
elected, for the gangs” have no hope of 
carrying the election under the new Election 
law. All the more important, therefore, is 
it that the primaries should not be neglected 
by taxpayers and reputable citizens, as has 
been the case too often In the past.

A GRAVE QUESTION FOR WORKMEN, 

In his Sebago speech Mr, Blaine empha- 
sized strongly a portentous fact” which 
seemed to have eseaped the consideration of 
the labor organizations, and that was the ex- 
istence in the South of more than a million 
“and a half of able-bodied laborers with 
„dark skins but expanding intellects, in- 
** creasing intelligence, and growing ambi-

Blaine pointed out, are no longer employed 


| exclusively on the plantations and in the rice 


swamps, but are pushing their way into oc- 
cupations that bring them into competition 


‘with the laboring men of the North; and yet 


the political system under which they live 
keeps them in a condition of virtual wage 
slavery. They have no voice in making the 
laws by which their contracts are to 
be secured or their rights protected. The 
dominant class in the South, which holds 
political power and makes and executes the 
laws, is interested in preserving a system of 
underpaid labor which must eventually come 
into keen competition with the North. No 
class of white men would tolerate for a day 
the oppressive wage system which rests on 
the negroes of the South. There is nodoubt 
that the chief purpose even of the prohib- 
itory laws recently adopted in the Southern 
States is to preserve the labor value of the 
blacks and keep them in a coudition to per- 
form gde largest amount of labor for the 
lowest possible rate of wages. Yet Northern 
workmen, who raised a great outcry and se- 
cured a speedy change of the laws when a 
few thousand contract laborers ” were im- 
ported into this country from Europe, remain 
silent while nine or teu States are bending 
all their efforts to maintain a million and a 
half of outlawed citizens and underpaid la- 
borers as factors in the industria] situation! 


Well might Mr. Blaine urge Northern work- 


men to face and consider this portentous 
fact.” 

Negro labor must in proportion to its 
efficiency and value be placed somewhere 
near the level of ‘white labor, or it will cer- 
tainly undermine and drag down the latter. 
Mr. Blaine addressed this pointed inquiry to 
“Do 
you suppose that you can permanently 


maintain in the Northern States one scale 


“of prices, when just beyond an imaginary 
* live on the south of us a far different scale 
“of prices is paid for labor?” There is of 
course only one answer to this question. 80 
long as the negroes remained engaged in the 
production of sugar, rice, and cotton their 
labor did not compete with Northern work- 
men, but tens of thousands of them are now 
entering pursuits that bring them into compe- 
tition with white laborers in the North. 
Bad as their situation is, it still furnishes 
incentive for the younger and more ambi- 
tious negroes to abandon the plantations and 
seek employment as bricklayers, plasterers, 
carpenters, painters, blacksmiths, and as 
section men, switchmen, tracklayers, freight- 
handlers, and firemen on the railroads, They 
are always glad to aceept from 25 to 50 per 
cent less wages than white men demand. A 
conspicuous illustration of this tendency was 
afforded in the case of the strike on the 


| Texas Pacific and Missouri Pacific Roads 


where the places of hundreds of striking 
Kuights of Labor were filled by negroes, who 
were entirely satisfied with the terms and 
wages the white men rejected, It is inevi- 
table that the Southern negroes will force 
their way in increasing numbers into all the 
accessible branches of skilled laber, and in 
this manner compel a general lower- 
ing of wages in the North, If South- 
ern labor is to remain in its pres- 
ent oppressed condition Northern cap- 
ital will be reduced to the necessity 
of cutting down wages to something like the 


Southern standard or of leaving the North to 


seek investment in the South. Hence of all 
men the Northern workman is most directly 
interested in putting the ballot into the hands 
of the black laberer of the South so that he 
may assert the rights of a citizen, secure the 
protection and favor of the law, and maintain 
a wage rate approximately near that of the 
North. This is the only means by which 
Northern workmen can escape the disastrous 
competition of wage slavery in the South. 
The dangers recently enumerated in the ad- 
dress of the Knights of Labor are insignifi- 
cant when compared with that which will 
result from maintaining in the South a mill- 
ion and a balf of disfranchised, underpaia 
laborers, Mr, Blaine has pointed out clearly 
a grave danger to the other interests of 
Northern workmen, and the longer they neg- 
lect his warning the greater will be their 
oceasion for regret. 


Tux free speech and free assemblage clause 
of the Constitution of the United States is ag 
follows; 

Congress shall make no law respect an es- 
tablishment of religion or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof, or abridging the freedom of 

* or of the press, or of the right of the peo- 
es peaceably to assemble and to petition the 
overnment for a redress of grievances. 

This amendment was adopted as a concession 
to the principles of the State-Rigbts party for 
the purpose of limiting the power of Congress 
to interfere with the States; not that of the 
States to interfere with Congress. It merely 


inhibits certain legislation by Congress. Under 
it there is no possibility of appeal from the 


State to the United States courts. 

The next amendment is; 

A well regulated militia, being necessary to the 
security of a free State, the 11 of the 4 to 
keep and bear arms shall not be infringed. 

Clearly the intention is shall not be in- 
fringed by Congress”; for this amendment also 
was adopted as a concession to the State- 
Rights party.

“clean out a restaurant nichts.“ The pro- 
prietor offered board in payment for the serv- 
ices of the ** cleaner-out,”’ and, noting the di 
rection, a reporter for Tae Tarirecns visited 
the eating-house, which is located on the West 
Side, for the purvose of finding out tae exact 
nature of the services required and the quanti- 
ty and quality of the remuneration. 

“No, sir.“ said the proprietor, I don't 
want a man to clean out the piace when it is 
full of bard characters, for it is out of them 
that Imake my money. Neither do 1 want 
him to clean out the provender when the day's 
eating is finished. I want him to come here at 
10 p. m. and remain uatil 4 a. m., sweep 
out, clean up the dirty dishes, and strai¢chten 
the house up generally. It is nearly an all- 
night job, but I can get plenty of nice fellows 
to do it for their three meals a day.“ 

The reporter noticed that ten cents was the 
highest price charged for a meal and be ven- 
tured to ask the price of board by the week. 

“Two dollars, sir, and I'll take all I can get 
at that price. I can feed a man for 10 cents, 
give bim the same quality of meat and veg- 
etabies he would get at a $5-a-week boardinge- 
house, and make money. You notice I adver- 
tise any cut of meat, two kinds of vegetables, 
bread and butter, and a cup of coffee for 10 
cents. I can make four cents on every meal; 
I feed 400 per aay, so you see I make money. 

“Have you bad many applicants for the 
position you want filled?“ 

About twenty, and a mixed lot they were. 
Some were very genteel, smart-iocoking fellows, 
who said they would be giad todo anything 
that would insure them three 10-cent meals per 
day. One fellow is an attendant at Rush 
Medical College. He thought he would come 
at first, but finally made up his mind that the 
hours were a little too long for him and the 
distance too great to travel to meals. Several 
rusty-lookme specimens called and spoke of 
having seen better times. I didn’t want them 
because I had my pick of some very respect- 
abie looking applicants, and besides one of 
those hungry-looking fellows would eat me out 
of house and home while I would be siceping.”’ 

The reporter declined an invitation to dinner 
and departed wondering if this man’s larder 
was like the widow's barrel of oil, or if ail 
boarding housekeepers who charge $5 per 
week are robbing the people.

AN OLD COUNTERFEITER, 


Arrest in Arkansas of Francis Hungerford, 
Accused of Making Bogus Coin. 

Lrrrin Rock, Ark., Aug. 26.—[Specigl.|— 
The case of Francis Hungerford, confined in 
the Arkansas State Prison, charged with coun- 
terfeitine, is attracting general attention, The 
accused is claimed to be the oldest counter- 
feiter in the United States. He was born in 
Oneida County, New York, in 1811. and is, 
therefore, in his 75th year. He is tall and 
lithe. His hair and beard are snow-white. He. 
is intelligent and converses fluently. He 
lived in the vicinity of Piymouth, ind., for 
over forty years. In 1880 he and his son were 
arrested for counterfeiting. They pleaded 
“guilty " and were sent to Indiana State 
Prison for a term of two years. After coming 
out the father removed to Arkansas, settling 
in Lawrence County, where he bought a farm. 
About three weeks ago he was aruin arrested. 
When found by the officers the old man 
was in a field, near his dwelling, 
feeding stock. He betrayed little emotion, 
simply saying all richt and following his 
captor to the house. When they entered the 
building Hungerford’s wife brought his coat 
from an adjacent room, holding ber band in 
one of the pockets. The officer seized ber 
hand and drew out a revolver, which he se- 
sured after a brief resistance on the part of 
the woman. The house, on being searched, 
was found to coutain several bogus half-dollar 
pieces, material for making the same, and an 
instrument known as the “ Bogus,”’ used‘in the 
manufacture of spurious coin. It is claimed 
the evidence is sufficient to send Hungerford 
to the penitentiary fora number of years. He. 
is believed to be acting with a gang who are 
operating in the Southwest, and there is a pos- 
sibility of bis turning State's evidence and dis- 
closing the names of his confederates. In this 
event he will be set free. His bond is fixed at 

000, and he expects to be able to get bonds- 
men in the neighborhood of his home. Persons 
from Walnut Ridge (the town hear which he 
lived) say he put a large amount of bogus sil- 
ver quarters and half-dollars in circulation in 
that place and in the surrounding country. 
Letters from Washington show that he is on 
the lists of the Secret Service Division of the 
Treasury Department.

Where Most of the Early Production Came

Tin Find in the Hills. , 

Rartp Crrr. Dak.; Aug. 24.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—Ninety miles as the crow flies 
and 130 by stage route from the Custer Dis- 
trict to the * Nigger Hill’’ tin district. This 
is the district whence came much of the tin 
that has been sent to England and the Eastern 

States as an exbibit of American tin, ail the 

earlier production of any moment being from 

here. Our route lay most of the way in the 
broad red valley surrounding the ramparts of 
the hills and lying between the outcroppings 
ot the Potsdam sandstone and the later creta- 
ceous formations. The concentric rings of 
hills are unbroken, save where the streams, 
flowing from their fountain beads in the prim- 
itive rocks, have burst their way through the 
rocky barriers and emerge upon the vast tree- 
less plains on their journey eastward to the 

Cheyenne. In the rainy seasons these streams 

are a serious obstacle to the four and six horse 


stage coaches by which the geperal public 


travel. Not only on the streams, but on the 
bigh benches as well, and out through the 


openings in the sandstone barrier as far as the 


eye can see eastward, the land is dotted with 
the cabins of the settlers and mostly occupied. 
Every one does a little in agriculture, and it 


is plainiy evident that the story that this co un.

tem ot irrigation is put out by interested cat- 


tlemen, who, it must be said, have contested 

the advance of the actual settler with as much 

zealand far more success than the red Indian 
ever did. 2 

The most intelligent of these cattle barons 
admit that they have to go.” The countrr 
setties up in spite of them, and the multitudes 
of small raisers of stock will either compel 
them to go west or adopt new methods in the 
conduct of their business. During the day’s 
drive we met two flocks of sheep attended by 
asolitary herder. To see the multitude of 
wooily creatures spreading along a hillside, 
overfiowing into a ravine, and pushing com- 
pactly up the opposit side, as though some oc- 
cull force was propelling them, is tosee a 
strange sight. A great many thousands are in 
one drove. They start out in the morning, 
feeding as they go, and will quite rapidly ina 
tew bours traverse a number of miles of coun- 
try. They must be attended. They must be 
turned from the hills, as the beasts of prey 
would like nothing better than to get a few 
thousand sheep in their fastnesses to make a 
daily selection from. The berder follows the 
most lonely and forsaken life possible. It is 
said that few men live long at it; 
that on an average three years’ herding 
leaves a man apparently demented, so that he 
generally cannot speak in an intelligible fasb- 
jon, seemmg to have lost the power through 
disuse. It is quite certain that some of them 
commit suicide every year, and it is supposed 
that their loneliness becomes unbearavie, 

Fort Meade is a very pretty Government 
post, Col. Forsythe commanding, on the route 
to the Northwestern hill country. There are 
both white and black troops stationed here. 
Physically, they are a fine-looking body of 


meu. At Sturgis, a couple of miles away, they 


have much trouble, 6meutes and murders hav- 
ming taken place, and lynchings and vendettas 
followimg. At Sturgis the road abruptly turns 
into the hills. Here the cafions, the streams. 
the heavily-timbered cliffs and hilisides are sav- 
age enough to delight the most exacting, 
while we bave left bewind the Bear Butte, a 
remarkable truncated cone arising directiy 
from a level plain. Leaving the region of the 
limestone upheaval, we again enter a region 
of parks, cultivated fields where the timber is 
removed, and meadows. Turnpikes are sup- 

to have been built in the mountains, 
and on this basis toll-gates have been erected 
and rates of toll exacted that would prove 
probibitory to any legitimate business in this 
world. The road grows more savage as we 
near Deadwood, and we can see roads leading 
northward like little shelves cutin the side of 
a steep but yet distant mountains For miles 
around the mountains are nearly denuded of 
timber to supply the demand of tbe great 
Homestake gold-mining property. It is saddening 
to see such evidences of rapacity and lawlesness 
in the rich and powerful corporations, and to 
reflect that the future value of the hills, and its 
present worth also, must largely depend on 
the integrity of great masses of timber to pre- 
vent violent wind and rain storms; to hold 
back and regulate the supply of the streams, 
making them subterranean and fountain-like, 
instead of rushing in torrents down the mount- 
ain side to devastate and waste the valleys be- 
low, and then to shrink away and cease when 
most needed; to beautify the hilis, clothe the 
brown sides in living green, and hide the rocks 
—these and many other reasons plead for the 
preservation of the forests. The laws are 
ample if they were enforced by the Interior 
Department with anything like the vigor dis- 
played in the case of the few squatters who 
want to build homes ard increase our best re- 
sources and interests. An agent of the Inte- 
rior Department resides in the nilis, but some 
mysterious influence impairs bis efficiency. 
The mining property in this vicinity has paid 
millions, and there is a strong probability that 
the later discoveries in the Carbon Camp dis- 
trict may rival the Leadville carbonates in 
richness and extent. 

We leave the strange aggregation of buman 
abodes along the bottom of the two gulches 
called Deadwood, and climb continuously for 
several miles, the eye constantly pieased and 
rewarded for the exertion until the climax is 
reached when, crossing a divide between two 
of the more southern streams that flow north- 
wardly from the hiils, we seem to have lost 
Ourselves in an immensity of outlook. The 
distance, the color, the clearness are worth a 
trip across ten continents to see. One sees’ 
immeasurable plain, away beyond the Belle 
Fourche, thirty to forty miles away. The Bear 
Lodge range rises so clear-cut, yet so delicate, 
as to suggest a mirage or a cloudy similitude 
of mountains. To the west a forest of tree. 
clad peaks and ranges of mountains billow the 
earth like the swelis of ocean. But way be- 
yond—so lofty is one’s altitude—the distant 
picture of the Sun Dance Mountains and 
the Inyan Kara seems projected against the 
sky. Noline of demarkation between sky and 
land exists; one melts by imperceptible grada- 
tions of color into the other. We go down hill 
all the way to Speartish, a beautiful town on 
a lovely mountain stream in a quiet, peaceful 
It resembies an old New England set- 
tlement so much as to create doubts in the 
identity of one’s surroundings. Leaving 
Crowes Peak, a bold, high mountain, to our 
right, we turn southwestward toward the Wy- 
oming border. Soon we are again in aimost 
unbroken heavy pine forests, which continue, 
save fer the oocasional burned tract we trav- 
erse, until we reach a littie settiement on Bear 
Guich, beyond which Nigger Hill rises gentiy. 

On this hill and the hilis adjacent and extend- 
ing into Wyoming Territory are located al- 
ready some two or three hundred tin claims. 
Ove company alone, which has done all the de- 
veloping worthy of notice in this die- 
trict, owns ninety of . these ciaims.

Nor ean I see any source from wuich this 
stream tin could possibly emanate save the 
slow work of ages disintegrating these rocks 
and setting the cassiterite free, which of its 
owa superior gravity settled to the bed- 
rock of the guiches and bars. Hence I 
must conclude that tin exists in many if not 
most of tnese hllle in this region—a belief 
strengthened by observing and following the 
most remarkabiy characteristic system of tin 
indication leads I have ever seen—viz.: four 
parallel leads extending over bill and through 
valley for four miles. They maintain te 
same parallelism throughout, and are trace- 
able the whole distance, so that a man could 
gallop on horseback along any of them and 
never Once lose the peculiar formation. No- 
where less than four feet in width, they are in 
places nearly 200. Great was my disappvint- 
ment at not finding tin, but my belief ie firm 
that it must exist, and in great richness and 
value at that. It is claimed that the little 
development-work done on the true veins 
bas demonstrated a concentration, and thus 
enhances the value of the tin leads with every 
increment of increase in depth. This is rea- 
sonable, and conforms to experience and 
ecientific research; but it wants more demon- 
stration io this particular instance. 

Taking the Black Hills as a whole, taking no 
account of its wonderful wealth of almost 
every kind of mineral and building material 
that the world wants, taking no account of its 
charms for the soul of the seeker after 2 
bealth, and beauty as Nature exempii it, 
its revelations to the scientist, the field it pre- 
sents to the naturalist and tourist, the value of 
climate, air, and water, and scenery as bomes to 
thousands of our race—eliminate all these and 
tin enough probably remains to make the Black 
Hilis a rich contribution to our country io par- 
ticular and humanity in general. It is not 
necessary that every ciaim of tin in the biils 
be as it is set forth, and many of them may 
not have tin enough to pay for minmg, and 
still leave the whole area of the hilis one of the 
richest finas of the present age. Taken as a 
whole, the claims of California, Colorado, and 
Nevada to great mineral wealth would never 
be denied by any sane person, yet it is doubtful 
if one claim in 500 paid. I am satisfied that a far 
larger proportion of claims in the Black Hills 
than any Other portion of our minmg tert 
tories is paying property if properiy managed. 
Much is to be done in the proper use of labor 
and capital, and, as usual, it is likely that the

Anarchism, Socialism, and Communism De- 
fined by a Russian Lady. 

Toledo Blade: “You Americans do not 
make the proper dietinctions between the So- 
cialists, Anarchists, and Communists,“ said 
Mrs. J. A. MacGaban, the accomplished and 
charming correspondent of the St. Petersburg 
News, and the widow (t J. A. MacGahan, the 
celebrated war correspondent, to a Blade re- 
porter Saturday evening. 

“Will you tell us the meaning of the words 


reporter. 
“Certainly. The Socialists believe in a 
strong national Government. They think that 
the Government should own almost everything 
—that it should control the railroads, the tele- 
graphs, and run the insurance companies and 
the banks. Bismarck has many . Socialistic 
ideas. The Greenbackers who want so much 
money issued by the Government have the 
same ideas as the Socialists. The Socialists in 
Europe believe the same thing. There nobody 
is ashamed of being called a Socialist, but 
here it is a pretty bard name to call any one, 
judging by the fate of the ‘Socialists’ at Chi- 


cago. 
“The Communists want everything owned 


in common. They are not usualiy Nihilists, 
but they believe that the large landowners and 


with them. They want everybody to own the 
money and the iand, and they don’t want the 
few to own almost all of it. 

“Tne Anarchists and the Nihilists do not 
want any Government at all. Those Chicago 
men evidently belong to this class. What do 
I think of the sentence? You know that the 
Russians do not believe in capital punishment, 
although political prisoners sentenced to death 
by the military court are punished in this way. 
If these prisoners now in Chicago had been 
tried in Russia they would have been tried 
for treason. They would probabiy have 
been sentenced to death there. It seems to 
me, though, that the sentence of death upon 
these Anarchists m Chicago would frighten 
away the cowards among them, but would 
only make the fanatics more wild and unman- 
ageabie. But 1 think that they have had a 
fair trial. They would have haa a one-sided 
twial if it had been in Russia.

He is a quiet, still 
man, whose only object seemed to be to save 
money for the Government. He has cut down 
the expenses of his servants and is economical 
in every department. After all, he isn’t con- 
sidered very bright, only he is a good-bearted 
man.

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HOW VIRGINIA RECEIVED THE FIRST 
NEWS OF THE REBELLION. 


Col. Mosby’s Recollections of the Beginning 
dt the Internecine Strife—How Lincoin’s 
First Call for Troops Was Received—A 
Mistake to Suppose that Virginia Was 
Foreed Into Revolt by the Leaders— 
Men Marching Into the Face of Death 
with Gayety md Cheerfuiness. 
Rebellion! 
How many a spirit. born to bless, 
Hath sunk beneath that withering name 
Whom but a day’s—an hour’s—success 
Had wafted to eternal fame.

Col. John 8. Mosby in the San Francisco Call: 
In April, 1861, I was attending court at Abing- 
don, Va., when I met a person who had just 
stepped out of the telegraph office who in- 
formed me that tremendous tidings were pass 
ing over the wires. Going in. I inquired of 
the operator what it was, who told me that 
Lincoln bad issued a proclamation calling out 
troops. Fort Sumter had fallen two days be- 
fore. The public mind was already strained to 
a high pitch of excitement, and it required 


only a spark to produce an explosion. The 


indignation aroused by the President’s proc- 
lamation spread like fire on a prairie, and the 
laws became silent in the midst of arms. Peo- 
ple of every age, sex, and condition were borne 
away on the tide of excited feeling that swept 


over the land. 

The nome of Gov. John B. Floyi1, who had 
resigned as Secretary of War under Buchanan, 
was at Abingdon. I went to bis house and told 
him the news. He immediately issued a all to 
arms, which resounded like the roll of Ziska’s 
drum among the mountains of Southwestern 
Virginia. Many of the most influential fami- 
lies in that region were descendants of the men 
who bad fougbt under Morgan and Campbell 
at Eutaw Springs and King’s Mountain. Their 
military spirit was inflamed by stirring “wm 
h 
done. Women, too, came foward to inspire 
men with a spirit of beroic self-sacrifice, and a 
devouon that rivaled the maidens of Carthage 
and Saragossa. 

All the pride and affection that Virginians 
bad felt in the traditions of the Government 
which their ancestors bad made and the great 
inheritance which they had bequeathed were 
lost in the overpowering sentimeat of sympa- 
thy with the people who were threatened with 
invasion. It is a mistake to suppose that the 
Virginia people went to war in obedience to 
any decree of their State commanding them 
to go. On the contrary, the ple were 
in a State of armed revolution before the Siate 
had acted in its corporate capacity. I went 
along with the flood uke everybody else. A 
few individuals here and there attempted to 
breast the storm of passion, and appeared like 
Virgil's shipwrecked mariners: 

Rari nantes in gorgite vasto. 

Their fate did not encourage others to fol- 
low their example, and ail that they did was to 
serve “like ocean wrecks to illuminate the 
storm.” In anticipation of these events a cav- 
alry company bad for some months been in 
process of organization, which I had joined as 
a private. 

Tauts company—known asthe Washington 
Mounted Ritles—was immediately called to- 
gether by its commandmg officer, Capt. Wiil- 
iam R. Jones. Capt. Jones was a graduate of 
West Point, and nad resigned some years be- 
fore from the United States army. He was a 
stern disciplinarian, and devoted to duty. 
Under a rugged manner and impracticable 
temper he had a heart that beat with warm 
impuises. To his inferiors in rank be was 
just and kind, but too much inclined to cross 
the wishes and criticise the orders of bis supe- 
riors. He bad been classmate of Stone wall 
Jackson at the military academy, and told me 
many anecdotes of Jackson's piety, as well 
as his eccentricities. He was a hard swearer, 
and afew days after the battie of Bull Run 
he told me that be was at Jackson's 
headquarters, and Jackson got very 
much provoked at something a soldier bad 
done, when Jones said: “Jackson, let me cuss 
him for you.“ He fell in the battle with Gen. 
Hunter in the Valley of Virginia, in June, 1864. 
We went into barracks at Abingdon and began 
drilling. No service I ever had to perform dur- 
ina the War went as much against the grain as 
standing guard the first night I was in camp. 
I had no friends io the cavalry. company, so I 
applied to Gov. Letcher fora transfer to an 
infantry company that had been raised in that 
part of the county where I resided. But on 
the very day I made the application a tele- 
graphic order came for us to start for Rich- 
mond immediately, and I never beard anything 
more of it. My company marched on horse- 
back all the way to Richmond—about 500 miles 
—while the infantry company went by rail. 
But how small is the control that mortals have 
over their own destinies. The compa- 
ny to which I unsuccessfully applied to 
be transterred became a part of the immortal 
division of Stonewall Jackson, in which I would 
have had only a slight chance of asserting my 
individuality, but would have been merged in 
the mass. I remember distinctly now bow, 
with a heart almost bursting with grief, in the 
midst of a rain, I bade my friends in tne in- 
fantzy company farewell just as they were 
about getting on the train. I bad no dream 
then that I would ever be anything more than 
a private soldier. The same day, in ram and 
mud, we started on the march to Richmond. 

A few days before a flag had been presented to 
our company by a young lady with an address 
in which she reminded us that “the coward 
dies a thousand deaths—the brave man dies 
but one.“ I am sure there was not a man 
among us who did not teei the ambition of the 
youth in Longfellow’s poem bearing onward 
amid the ice and snow of Alpine hight his ban- 
ner with its strange device, 

The march to Kichmond under a soldier who 
had bivouacked on the plains was a course of 
beneficial discipline. The grief of parting 
from home and friends soon wore away, and 
we all were as gay as if we were going to a wed- 
ding or a picnic. Gloom was succeeded by 
mirth and songs of giadness, and if Abraham 
Lincoin could have been sung out of the South 
as James II. was out of England our company 
would have done it and saved the country all 
the fighting. The favorit songs were generally 
those of sentiment and sadness intermingled 
with an occasional comic melody. 1 remem- 
ber this refrain of one that often resounded 
from the head to the rear of the column as we 
passed some farmer’s house: 

He who has buttermilk a plenty, and gives 
the soldiers none, 
He shan't have any of our buttermilk when his 
buttermilk is gone. 

The buttermilk, as well as everything else 

that the farmer had that was good, was gener- 


ally givento the soldiers. Tue country was 


brimful of patriotism. The gayety with which 
men marched into the face of death is not so 
remarkable as the fortitude and cheerfuiness 
of the wives and mothers who staid at home 
and waited for the news of the battles. In 
nearly every home of the South could be found 
anexample of that Spartan mother who sent 
her sor to the wars with her last injunction to 
return with his shield or return upon it. This 
courage, exhibited in the beginning, survived 
to the last through all the long agony and 
bloody sweat of the struggle. On reaching 
Richmond, after a few days’ rest, we were 
ordered to the Shenandoah Valley. A day or 
so before we started Capt. Jones made 
a requisition on the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment for clothing for his company. 
We were furnished with suite of a very 
rough quality of goods, manufactured in the 
Virginia Penitentiary. It almost produced a 
mutiny. in the camp. The men piled the 
clothes up in front of the Captain's tent. 411 
but two refused to wear them—Private Foun- 
tain Beattie and myself. I do not think any 
clothes | ever wore did me more service than 
these. When I bDecamea commander I made 
Beattie a Lieutenant. I think we were both 
as contented on the picket-line dressed in our 
penitentiary suits as we ever were in the gay 
uniforms we afterward wore. ‘Our march 
from Richmond to the Shenandoah Valley was 
a series of receptions. Our people had bad no 
experience of the misery and desolation that 
follow in the track of war. They were full of 
its romance, and expected us to win battles 
that would rival the glories of Wagram and 
Marengo. They never counted the cost of 
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| the aesigns of an enemy, led with the 
brilliant 8 


courage of Rupert. 

There was then such a wide chasm between 
me and bim that I was only permitted to view 
him at a distance, and bad no thought of rising 
to intimacy with him. He took us the next 
day on a scout down toward Martinsburg and 
gave us our first lesson in war and signt of the 
evemy. We saw the hilis around the town 
covered with the white tents of the Union 
army, and caught two soldiers who nad vent- 
ured too far outside the picket lines. Since 
then 1 have witnessed the capture ot thou- 
sands, but have never felt the joy 1 did over 
my first two prisoners. A few days after this 
Patterson started out or a promenade toward 
Winchester, and then turned squarely off and 
‘went back toward Char u. Patterson 
made a good deal of noise with the shelis that 
be threw at us, but nobody was hurt, Stuart 
kept close on his flanks, both watch 
hie movements and to screen Jobnstén’s, who 
bad just begun to move to join heauregard at 
Manassas. Fitz John Porter and H. 
Thomas, who afterwards became di uished 
Generals, were on bis staff. Patterson bas been 
greatly censured for not pressing Jobuston and 
detaining himin the Shenandoah Valley in- 
stead of making the retrograde movement to 
Charlestown that permitted his escape. He 
allewes that he acted under the advice of his 
staff officers. Patterson was a conspicuous 
figure as well as failure in the first scene of 
the first act of the drama of war; after that he 
disappeared forever.

tuart left him in a position where he could 
neither be of advantage to the cause he up- 
held nor injury to that be opposed, and crossed 
the Blue Ridge to take part in the battle of 
Bull Run the 21st of July. 


JOSEPH R. BODWELL. 


Nominated by the Maine Republicans as Can- 
didate for Governor. 

Joseph R. Bodweli, the Republican nominee 
for Governor of Maine, was born June 18, 
1818, in that part of Methuen, Mass., which is 
now designated Lawrence. He was committed 
to the care of an uncle, where he did all the 
work incident to a farm life. Later on he was 
put to the trade uf shoemaking, and by dint of 


economy he was enabled in conjunction with 
bis father to purchase a farm some years la- 
ter, the cuitivation of which succeeded to him 
alone at the death of his parent. He secured 
competence in his after ventures, that of quar- 
rying being the main one, From a small be- 
ginning arose the Bodwell Granit Company, 


now one of the largest granit firms in te 
United States. Mr. Bodwell became a resident 
of Maine in 1866, in the Town of Hallowell, 
where he bad previously discovered a delicate 
quality of granit. In addition to the Presi- 
dency of the Granit Company he is also Pres- 
ident of the Bodweil Water Company, at Old- 
bam, Me. He has the financial resources and 
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interests in lumbering, tarming, railroading, 


etc. He bas been an active politician. having 
represented the Town of Hallowell in the Maine 
Legislature, and has consecutively served the 
public as Mayor for two terms, and wasa del- 
egate-at-large to the Republican Conventions 
in Chicago in 1880 and 1884. . 


TRAVELING IN KENTUCKY, 


Passengers Terrorized and Train Hands De- 
fied by Drunken Ruffians. 

Louisville Courier-Journal: The outlaw ele- 
ment in Southeastern Kentucky is, it would 
appear, making things lively for the Louisville

A dispatch was sent to East Bern- 
stadt to Marshal Howard to meet the train with 
a posse and arrest the outiaws, but as the Mar- 
shal was not in town nothing could be done. 

At Altamont about fifty passengers boarded 
the smoker, but they were driven into the 
other car as soon as the train got under way. 
The greatest excitement prevailed, women and 
children crying, the men whooping and shoot- 
ing, creating a perfect pandemonium. The 
roughs declared that they were running the 
train and would do as they pleased, and they 
did. They covered the inoffensive newsboy 
with their revolvers, and threw all of his stock 
out of the windows. The train men were un- 
armed and were powerless to subdue the 
drunken hoodlums. A great number of pas- 
sengers leit the train before taey reached their 
destinations. The train finally reached Pitts- 
burg, in Laurel County, where the four men 
disembarked and there was peace on board. 

Recently a party ot halt-drunken roughs 
boarded a south-bound train in the same sec- 
tion of country. and when the newsboy dis- 
tributed a number of books one of the men 
threw a pamphiet out of the window. Upon 
bemg remoustrated with by the newsboy they 
thrust their hands into saddle-bags and defied 
every one. 

The Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company 
is making strenuous efforts to subdue the rowdy 
element along the Knoxville Branch, and, 
if necessary, will put a force of armed men on 
each train, who will not besitate to put afew 
ounces of lead into any man whoevinces a 
desire to run things. The theory is that after 
a few of the rougus are put to eternal sleep 
there will be no further trouble. |
